=] the Dartmoores in DeYon-. 
ſhire, there fell in time of Divine Service 
a ſtrange darkeneſle, ihcreaſing more 
and more, fo that the people there 
aſſembled couldnot ſeeto reade in any 
booke, and ſuddenly in atecarefull and 
lamentable mannes, a mighty thunde- 
' ring was heard, the ratling whereof did 
anſwer muchlike unto the ſound and 
report of many great Cannons, and 
terrible ſtrange lightening therewith, * 
greatly amazing thoſe that heard _ | 
aw

faw it,the darkn«fle increaſing yet more, - 
till they could not ſee one another ; the = 
extraordinarie lightening came into _ 
the Church ſo flaming, that the whole 
Church was preſently filled with fire 
and ſmoke, the {mell whereof - was. 
very loathſc me, much like unto the ſent 
of brimſtone, ſomeſaid they ſaw-ar firſt 
a great fiery ball come inat the win- 
' dow and paſle thorough the Church, 
which. ſo affrighted the ve lials 
Congregation that the moſt part of 
them fell downe into their ſeates, and 
{ome upontheir knees, {ome on their 
faces, and ſome one upon another, with 
a great cry of burning and ſcalding, 
they all giving up themſelves for 
dead, ſuppoling the laſt Tudgement day 
was come, and that they had beene in 
the very flames of Hell. 

The Miniſter of the Pariſh, Maſter 
George Lyde, being in the Pulpit . 
or ſeate where prayers are read, how- 


ever hee might bee much aſtoniſhed 
t B 2 ” herear,

\ heteat, yet through G.O D 5 mercy had 
'no other harme at all in his body ; 
but to his much griefe. and amaze- 
ment, beheld afterward the lanien- 
rableaccidents; and although himſelfe 
was not touched, yctthe lightening ſei- 
zed upon his poore Wite, fired her ruffe 
and linnen next ro her body, and her 
cloathes; tothe burning of many parts 
of het body in a yery pitifull manner, 
And one Miſtrefle Dizford ſuting in the 
pew with the Miniſters wite, was alſo 
much ſcalded, but the maid and childe 
(itting at the pew dore had no harme.Be- 
lideanother woman adventuring to run 
_ outot the Church, had her cloathes ſer 
_ onfire, and wasnot only ſtrangely burat 
,andſcorched, but had her fleſh torne a- 
"bout her back almoſt to the very- bones. 
Another woeman had her flelh fo 
torneand her body fo grievouſly burnt, 
that ſhe died the ſame night, 

Alſo one Maſter Hilla Gentleman of 
good account in the Pariſh, ſitting in his 


ſeate

ſeare by the Chancell, had his head fud- 
denly fmirren againſtthe wall, through 
theviolence whereof he dicd has night, 
no other hurt being found about his 


body ; but his ſonne fitting in the ſame 
ſearchad no harme. There was alſo 
one 'man- more, at the {ame inſtant, of 
whom it is particularly related, who was 
Warriner unto Sir Richard Rey nolds, his 
head was cloven, his $sknll -rent into 
three peeces, and bis brajnes throwne 
uponthe ground whole, and the haire 
of hishead,through the violence of the 
blow atfirft given him, did ſticke faſt un. 
tothe pillar or wall of the Church, and 
in the place a dcepe bruiſe into the wall 
as if it were ſhoragainſt with a Cannon 
. buller. 
Someother perſons were then blaſted. 
and burnt, and fo gricyoully ſcaldedand 
wounded,that ſmcethat time they have 
dicd therof;and many other not like ro 
recover, notwithſtanding all the meanes 


tha, can bee procured ro helpe them.

Some had their cloathes burnt and their 
bodies had no-hurt, and ſome on the 
contrary, had their . bodies. burnt, and. 
their cloathes not touched,. and ſome. 
their ſtockings and leggs burnt and 
ſcalded,. and their outward, buskings 
not - one. thred finged. Bur it-plea- 
ſed God ycetinthe midſt of judgement 
to. remember mercy, ſparing ſome 
and not deſtroying all, yer very many: 
were ſorely ſcalded. in divers parts of 
their: bodies,. and as all this. hurt was 
done upon the bodies of men and wo- 
men; {o the hurt alſo that was then 
done unto the Church was remarkable. 


There were ſome Seates ' in the _ 
Body of the Chutch turned. upſide. 
downe, and yet they which ſate in them 


had little or no hurt; alſo a Boy ſitting 
on aſeate had his hat on, and neare 
the one halfe thereof was.cut off;and he 
had no hurt, And one man going 
out at the Chancell doore, a Dogg 
running .out before him, was whirled 
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abouttowards thedoore and fell downe 


ſtarke dead: at the ſight whereof hee 
ſtepped +backe: within the  doare , 


and G oD: preferred him alive. Alſo 


| the Church it ſelfe was much torne 
and defaced by the thunder and light- 


ning;and therebyalſoabeame was buclt 


in: the midf;, and fell downe betweene 


the Miniſter - and Clarke- and hurt 
neither z\ and a weighty great ſtone, 
nearc the Foundation 'of the Church 
istorne out and remooved, and the ſtee- 
pleirſelfe is much rent, and there where 


_ theChurch was moſt rent,there was leaſt 


hurtdoneto the people,andnot any one 
was hurt either' with the wood or 


| None;/but a.maid of Manaton, which 


camethither that afternoone to ſee:ſome 
friends, whom Maſter Frynd the Coroner 
by circumitances, ſuppolcd ſhe,was kild 
with -a tone; There wers alſo {tones 
thrownefrom the Tower and carried a- 
bout a great diſtance from the Church, 


as thickas if a hundred 'men; had beene 
C there 


there throwing, and a number ofthem 
_ of ſuch weight and bigneſle, that the 
ſtrongeſt man cannot lift them. : Allo 
one Pinacle ,of the Tower was torne 
dowpe and- broke through into the 
Church, 

Moreover the Pillaragainſt whichthe 
_ Pulpitſtandethzbeing bur newly wbiced, 
15 now by this meanes turned black and 
ſulphry: Furthermore, one man that 
ſtood in the Chancell, with his face to- 
ward theBellfrey,obſerved as it werethe 
\ rifivg of duſtorlime,' in the Jower end 
ofthe Church, which ſuddenly:( as with 


a puffe of winde) was whirled up and 


caſt into his eyes, fo that hee could not 
ſee intwelve houres after; bur now'his 


ſight is reſtored, and: hee kanb'no other 
hurt. The terrible lightening being paſt, 


all the.people being in 'a wondertall 


mazezſa that they ſpake not one:wotd, 


by and by one Maſter RaphRonſe;Vinte- 


nc7z n the Towne, ttaod up, fayi s theſe: 
words, Neighbours, urtine nameof:God

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ſhall we venture out of the Church, to 
which M, Lydeanſwering, faid, ir is beft 
to make an endot prayers, foritwere 
berterto dic herethen in another place, 
butthey looking about them,and ſeeing 
the Church ſo terribly rent and rorne, 
durſt not proceed 11their publike devo- 
nons, but went forth ofthe Church, 

And as all this was done within the 
Church, and unto the Church; ſo 
there were other accidents - without 
the Church; of which [ will give you a 


| touch, There. was a Bowling alley 
neare u2tothe Church- -yatd, which was 


turnedup into pirsand heapes, in man- 
ner almolt as if it had beene plowed, 
Atthefame time alſo at Brix/tos neare 
Plymmouth, there fell ſuch Kore of Haile, 
andſuch Haile-ſtones, that for quantiry 
they werejudgedtobeasbig as ordina« 


ounces: weight. 
We are alſo'certainely informed cliar 
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ry Turkies eggs; ſome of them were - 
of ve, ſome of {ix, and others of ſeven bb

attheſame time,as ncare as it can bee 
pucſled, there fell out the like accident 


unto the Church at: Norton in Somer/cc= 


ſhire. but as yet wee heare of no per-

the Church inthe lower part againftthe 
Tower to rend and gape wide open, 
whereat he was ſo amazed, that hee fell 
downeinto his ſeate, and ur{peakeable 
are the mighty ſecret wonders the Lord 
wrought immediately, of which, becauſc 
thou haſt the generall Relation before; 
I will givethee this asneare ascan bee 
diſcoveredin theorder and courſethere-. 
of, whichfirſt began in the Tower, and 
thence into the Church, the power of 
that vehement arid rerriblc blaſt ſtruck in' 
ar the North-fide of the Tower, tearing. 
through a moſt ſirong tone-wall into 
the ſtaires, which goes up round with 
| ſtoneſteps tothe top of the leades, and

ber of eight boyes ſiting about the 
rayles of "hi Communion Table, it 
tooke them up trom the ſ{eates and 
threw them all on heapes within the 
raylcs, and not one of them | hurt, 
and one of them having his hat lying 
uponthe raile, ir was cut and burned

ſitting; as cloſe by-him as one man can

the confideration of the mighty 
ſtrange and ſecrer workes thereof 'in 
the body of the Church, for. there it 
had rent and tore andflung about mar-

could they ſec'any thing at all nearc the 
Dogg.

And one great ſtone like a maſſie rocke, 
vvas catried off the pinacle all oyer the 
Eaſt end of the Church, and over the 
Church-yard, and into another cloſe 
overthe hedge, there it grays'd, brea- 
king up the ground deepely; and asit 
1s imagined, it wasgone| by that maflie 
one, "which was, carried at leaſt ten 
yards beyond, and there brinfed the

they adventuted ,into the Church to 
fetch outthe dead bodies, ſome where-

preſent a woman, being till that time 
much aſton'd, comming better to her 
ſelfe , upon ſight. of the dead bo- 
dies remembred, ithat ſhee broughr 
her childe to Church with her, they 
then going in toſeeke for it, found her 
childe going hand in hand with ano- 
ther little childe, being met comming 
downe one of the lles, and had no 
hurt, nor ſcemed not to beeany thing 
irignted by their countenances; nei- 
ther was there any children in the 
Church hurt at all ; bur the _ 
childs mother, was gone home, neye 
remembring)ſhee had a childe till irwas 
brought to her, 

Bur as ſtrange a thing as any of 
theſe was that,concerning Robert Meade 
the-Warriner; he beingnot miſt all this 
while, immediatly Maſter Rouſe his 
deare acquaintance remembred him, *. 


and (ceing him not, nor none know- 
ing what was become of him, Maſter 
Rouſe ſtepping to the window, looked

into. the Church where:the Warriner 
uſed to fit, and there faw him ſitting 


in his Scatc, leaning upon his elbow, 
his eibow: reſting upon the deske. be-. 
fore him, hee tuppoſcd him to bee a 
fleepe,, or aſton'd, not yet come to 
him{clfe ; hee calbrg to awake him, 
"-W ondeted | hee made no anſwer,' then 
| his love to him cauſed him to venter 
into. the Chureh,: to jogg him awake, 
or to remember him,”and then to his 
much gricte hee perceived his friend 
to bee adead man; for all the hinder 
part of his head was cleane cut off 
and gone round about his neck , 
and the fore-part not disfigured, as 
they ſuppoſed when they drew neare 
him; 

The Lord of the Mannor of }/yde- 
combe hearing of this ſadd accident, 
icnt his man, David Barry, that night 
thither,. to heare what new: s,and to ſec 
what hurt was done, butit being darke, 
| hee could ſec nothing that night, bur 


}  onely 
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onely heare their Relations, But on 
Munday the day following, they came 
to take notice, and view the ruines 
of the Church, and what accideits 
had fallen our; then all this Relation 
was made apparant to him, and I may 
ſafely lay, to thouſands more of Wir- 
nelles, that arc ready to give teſtimeny 
co all this Relation, 

But having ſeene and obſeryed as 
much as rheycould aboutthe Church ; 
the Tower being locked up ; what hurt 
was done there,was as yet unknowne: 
there being then a motion made to 
open the doore to ſee waat hurt, no 
man was found willing to adventure, 
much leſle aſcend up therein, all the 
people being as yet in a terrible 
feare 3 'the remembrance of their 
great hurts and dangers, being ſo 
freſh in their mindes; for ſome be- 
Ing to bee buried in the Church 
that afternone, as namely, Maſter 
Hil, and Robert Meade, their graves 
© +9 being 
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being cloſe by one another ; the Mi- 
niſter read- the buriall to both at once, 
and when hee came to thoſe words, 


Earth ro earth, aſhes to aſhes, &u$t ro 
aut, the fall ky 3 id! making a ſudden 
noiſe upon the Cofhns, made them 
all in a great feare 1unne out of the 


Church, tumbling over one. another, 


ſuppoſing that the Church was falling, 
ontheir heads, 
But the ſaid Davis reſolved to ven- 


' ture himſelfe to diſcoyer what hee 


could, and calling tor the key to open 
the doore, it was brought: by uk 
Cextone, yet they all oerfuntled him 
not to yenture, for the Tower was ſo 
crazie, torne, and ſhattered, "that they. 
were all of opinion it might- fall, 
as they might well judge by 'the out- 
ſide; but hee putting inthe key toopen 


" the doore. :rwould. not unlocke ir, but 
. runne quite through; then the Sex- 


tone heetrying, alſo could inde no lock, 
and yet the doore ſtill faſt, thenian

wards of the lock gone, then the 
doore being with much adoe forced

hardly creepe up ; hee having his 
ſword by his (ide, it troubled him, hee 
putitoff, wiſhing the Clarke to hold ir, 


while hee made way; but as they 


aſcended, there came downe the taires 
a moſt loathſome ſmell beyond ex- 

reſſion, esit were of Brimſtone, pitch 
and ſulphur, hee. notwithſtanaing 
adventured higher, but the Sextons 


ſtomacke and courage being over-

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come, partly by his feare, and alſo 
by che ſmeil, hee returned backe in a 
great fright, complainiag hee was poy-

A multitude of people being there 
to obſerve the diſcovery, come from 
divers places thereabouts, to ſee and 
heare of this ſpreading all newes, as 
daily multitudes doe refort thither 
for that purpoſe, they all ſtood art a 
diftance, waiting what could be found, 
but they not knowing what was be- 
come of him, becaule the Sextone 
was ſo frighted, none daring.to come 
neare to looke after him, - But hee 
getting (with great difficulty, and dan- 
ger of his life at every ſtep) upto the 
firſt ſtory, there hee viewed 'it, and 
found no hurt done, but getting with 
grcater difficulty up to the Bell-roome, 
hee tolcd all the Bells ro ſee if they 
were ſound or no, then the peo-

Then 
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'Fhens looking over head hee faw . 

all the Ioyces and timber under the 
leads carried away, all rent and torne 
fearcfully, except one beame underthe 
middle which was bowed downe, and 
a great number of itones lying onthe 
leads in a very ſtrange and dangerous 
manner, bur his heart incouraging 
him to. venture yet higher, hee at- 
tempted the leads, and getting up to 
the doore, hee ſaw a great danger

they all the people at the fall thank 


thought hee was kild, but he preſently 
comming downe into the Bell-roome, 
 troled the Bells againe, and thereby re- 
mooved their tearc. 

Then comming downe lower, in 
one place in the ftaires, cloſe by the 


| place where the Tower was moſt rent. 
and ſhaken, there hee eſpied a thing 


very ſtrange to him, as if it had beene 


a Cannon diſcharged full of powder,

ſhooke ity and finding no way out,

in a farre higher degree of loathſome- 
neſſc, then the. ſent which was in the 
Church or Tower whenthey firſt ſmelt

and this ſearchers ſtomacke almoſt, 

Yet all this while found himſelfe 
reaſonable well, though much offen- 
ded with ſmells. and going home 
with Maſter we to -—oojs hee lod- 
i972 B 55:95:05: ged 
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ged at Maſter Royſes, and went Well 
to bed, and an houre after, hee felt 
ſomething come upon him ( as hee 
thought) on the outſide of his waſte | 
and belly, as if jt were a cord twiſted 
about him, wo men pulling it with 
great ſtrength, which griped him in 
that unſpeakeable manner three or 
foure times, that hee thought him- 
5b ſelf> cur in ſunder therewith, nor ha- 
ving any breath, nor none knowing 
what to doe to him, hee could rake no- 
thing downe art preſent to caſe him, 
but by and by ridding his ſtomacke by

} Specacles were donefas it were) in 
fl - -  amoment of time. This 
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This is the Summe of thoſe diſmall 
accidents and terrible examples happen- 
ing in the place aforeſaid, And the. 
maine drift in the publication of this 
great ſudgement;, isfor thy humiliation | 
and edification, not onely to acquaint 
thee with cthegreatand mighty works of 
Gods Power and luſtice, who in a mo- 
mentcahdoe mighty things to- us, and 
armethe creatures againſt usat his owne 
pleaſure, but allo to mooye pitty and 
compaſſion in us towards our Brethren 
who were patients therein, not judg- 
ing them greater ſinners then our 
ſelves; burtbelceving, That exceps Wee 
alſo redent aud finne no mere, wee ſball 
likewiſe periſh, or worſe things befall us, 
Which Relation you can difhcultly | 
reade witkout-fighs, nor underffand 
without teares, I know it is the fa» 
ſhion of too too many to queſtion 
and talke, and make things of this 
nature , but a nine dayes Wonder :
